Tte Foreign kissile and Space Analysis Center provides quick 
reporting service on foreign missile firings and space vehicle 
launchings and is the focal point for correlation of data re- 
lated to these specific events. The Office of Scientific 
intelligence in effect begins where FMSAC ends and provides 
finished intelligence on vehicle and systems characteristics 
and estimates on future programs. The two offices work in 
series, not in parallel.
